BORN FARON Young, February 25, 
1932 in Shreveport, Louisiana, he came 
into the world gifted with a pair of 
lungs and voice destined more and more 
each day to become the nation’s number 
one folk, Western and hillbilly entertainer. 

During his early life it was his ambition 
to become a radio announcer, but upon 
entering high school, he changed his 
mind and decided to become a full pledged 
singer. Singing was something that Faron 
had done a lot of but had never consider- 
ed his life’s work until he organized a 
local high school hillbilly band. They play- 
ed for all the school’s social functions, 
Old Folks Home and Veteran Hospitals, 
or just about any place you could round 
up a crowd. 

After completion of high school, Faron 
lost interest in his singing due to sev- 
eral disappointments and decided to take 
on college studies. Shortly after enter- 
ing college he returned to the career he 
loved most . .. music, whereupon he won 
a trial audition over the Louisiana Hay- 
ride program each Saturday night in 
Shreveport, Louisiana. He was so well 
received that KWKH gave him a morn- 
ing show. Webb Pierce was probably first 
to notice the possibilities in this boy’s 
voice and gave him a job in his band 
singing on all the personal appearances 
he made. It was at this time that Faron 
got the feel of traveling all -over the 


country and started making millions of 
friends across the nation. 

A few months later, Capitol’s A & R 
man, Mr. Ken Nelson, while on tour heard 
Faron on the Louisiana Hayride and im- 


mediately signed him to a long term 
contract. His first record for Capitol was 


one of his many friends’ favorite — “Have 
I Waited Too Long” and “Tattle Tale 
Tears” which later on resulted in his 


using the first tune for his theme. Thus 
far Faron was sitting at the threshold of 
his life’s success. His one ambition came 
to pass when he was summoned to the 
Grand Ole Opry in Nashville, Tennessee. 
Since joining the Opry, life for Faron 
has been a busy one. When you don’t find 
him doing his morning radio show, week- 
ly TV_ show, writing songs, making 
personal appearances across the nation, 
you'll more than likely find him keeping 
his eyes open for new material for songs. 
Faron stands 5’ 8” tall, has black wavy 
hair, weighs 150 pounds and has a very 
pleasing smile always. He has _ two 
wonderful fan clubs. One, Miss Drucilla 
Taylor, President, 2310 Bennett Avenue in 
Dallas, Texas and Miss Shirley Valliere, 
117 Church Street in Auburn, Michigan.

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THIS HAS BEEN a great year for 
folk music. The songs have been better 
and the artists more talented than ever. 
Carl Smith was the most popular singer 
with Hank Snow, Lefty Frizzell, Hank 
Williams and Eddy’ Arnold also riding 
high, wide and handsome. The record 
companies, realizing that country music 
was growing fast, signed many new 
artists with most of them doing well. 
Stars Ray Price and Faron Young appear 
at this stage to be the best prospects but 
there are many others who could easily 
climb to the top. Hank Thompson ‘and 
Webb Pierce made the biggest jump to 
stardom with their recordings of “The 
Wild Side Of Life’ and ‘Wondering’ 
respectively. Both artists followed these 
up with other hits. Hank Williams stood 
out as a writer what with numbers like 
“Cold Cold Heart,” “Half As Much,” and 
“Jambalaya.” All were recorded in the 
popular field as well and became very 
big hits. Women, too, came into their own 
this year. Kitty Wells highlighted the 
parade with her waxing of “It Wasn’t 
God Who Made Honky Tonk Angels.”

SEADING SONG WRITER 
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_WELL, FOLKS, I’m now a sure ’nuff 
pea picker, entitled to have my picture in 
the Pea Picker’s Album and a place at 
table for that lickin’ good eatin’. 

It all took place at the Pea Picker’s 
Paradise at ABC on Vine Street in 
Hollywood, where Tennessee Ernie is 
the head pea ‘picker. Five days a week, 
over the Pea Picker’s (beg pardon) ABC 
network, Ernie gets together with his 
nation-wide audience for an hour and a 
half of early afternoon music and fun 
that’s real coutry style entertainment. 

As Ernie says, “I have a ball,” and so 
do the hundreds of thousands of Ernie’s 
fans who tune in to find out what’s going 
on down home. 

The day I was made a pea picker, Ernie 
told the folks about splittin’ rails for a 
fence at his new home, talked about how 
his dad used to pole a pirogue, how he 
used to ride the couplin’ pole on a wagon 
and throw wet cobs at the mule and read 
a recipe for jambalaya. 

Studio C at ABC’s Vine Street head- 
quarters seems almost like being down on 
the farm when Ernie saunters in, takes 
off his coat, musses up his hair and 
drawls into the mike “here’s your little 
boy.” 

From then on, anything can happen 
and does. Ernie may read a “funny” sent 
in by a listener, such as “the height of 
efficiency—one Siamese twin eatin’ water- 
melon while the other spits out the 
seeds;” he may interview a guest like 
Spike Jones or just gab with his 
executive producer, Milt Hoffman or sing 
with the records being played. 

His show is strictly unrehearsed and 
off the cuff. The only script he uses is a 


about when I come on the show,” Ernie 
told me. “I just say whatever comes to 
mind when we’re on the air.” 

It’s this down-to-earth, natural approach 
that makes Ernie’s show so popular and 
brings in the letters by the thousands. 
Many of these letters contain photos for 
Ernie’s Pea Picker album. 


In fact, the walls of his office at ABC: 


are covered with hundreds of snapshots 
of Ernie’s fans. They’ve also sent him 
stacks of original recipes for his “Lickin’ 
Good Eatin’ Cook Book.” 

Because he loves a good joke, Ernie 
came up with a funny idea which has 
caused amused interest all over the 
nation. This was his cricket mascot, 
Keesaw (IKECA, the call letters of ABC’s 
Hollywood station.) 

An engineer friend recorded a_ real 
cricket’s singing and Ernie put it on the 
show one day. A New York engineer 
thought it was electronic noise and alerted 
the entire ABC coast-to-coast network to 
check lines for wire trouble. 

When Ernie heard about it, he ribbed 
the New York engineer about being “a 
city feller, who didn’t even know a cricket 
when he heard it.” Now, Keesaw has a 
brother mascot at the ABC station 
WENR, where the boys call him “Wiener.” 

For all the ease with which Ernie puts 
on the show, he is really a busy guy. He 
works on a close schedule, showing up at 
ABC 15 or 10 minutes before airtime. 

He goes over the mail with his 
secretary, Judy Hicks, talks to song 
pluggers, Ed Velarde, his ABC press 
representative, and discusses the show 
with Milt Hoffman. Ernie and Milt select 
the records about four days in advance

In quick summation of the facts that 
led to the success of one of the country’s 
leading female country-style performers, 
we find that the pert Martha Carson is 
a Kentucky girl who was born in Letcher 
County. Her first radio work was on 
WHIS, Bluefield, West Virginia, in 1939. 
Later she moved to Renfro Valley, 
Kentucky and became one of the Coon 
Creek Girls. with whom she joined the 
WSB Barn Dance Party in Atlanta, 
Georgia, in 1940. She stayed there until 
1949. and then became an artist on 
WNOX in Knoxville, Tennessee. Martha 
has appeared on such shows at Georgia 
Jubilee, Sunny Side of Life, Mid-day 
Merry Go Round, Tennessee Barn Dance 
and others.

She was 
composing songs of her own before she 
was ten years old and was a favorite en- 
tertainer in- the Kentucky rural sections 
while in her early teens. 

She entered the professional music field 
as featured artist on radio station WSB 
in. Atlanta, Georgia where she was. re- 
tained, by popular demand, for better than 
four years. From there, Martha Carson 
headed her own programs on various 
radio stations in Knoxville, Tennessee,

played all of her numbers, starred this 
attractive songstress throughout the en- 
tire day and hailed Martha as one of 
the most popular and beloved folk music 
stars of the country. 

In May of 1952, Martha joined WSM 
and the Grand Ole Opry. Since this time, 
Martha has been featured on morning. 
programs, regularly on the Grand Ole 
Opry each Saturday night and weekly on 
WSM-TV. She was also featured nightly 
back in June on the Astor Roof. 

Martha Carson’s sacred and_ spiritual 
numbers are considered among the finest 
and most moving in this field today. 
Although she sings ballads in true, 
country style, Martha is best-known for 
her religious and gospel tunes. On Capitol 
Records, her recent releases, “Satisfied” 
and “I’m Gonna’ Walk and Talk With 
My Lord” have reached the tops in re- 
cord sales, juke box popularity and radio 
program requests. Martha, incidentally, 
composes all her own songs heard on 
Capitol, and many others which have 
been recorded by various artists in the 
folk music field. 

When Martha has a little time off, she 
busies herself with needlework, the study 
of American folk tunes and of course, the 
writing of her beautiful gospel songs. 
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TEX RITTER 


ANYONE WHO HAS ever heard the 
big, booming voice of Tex Ritter knows 
that his is the voice of authority when 
it comes to’ folk and western music. 


This Capitol Records artist, one of 
America’s most beloved folk artists, is in 
fact, credited with starting the trend of 
popularity for cowboy songs and western 
music. 

- He was among the first of the singing 
cowboys in movies, the first major sage- 
brush singer on radio and was on the 
original Lone Ranger radio series, both 
as a writer and performer. 

Ritter’s success as a Capitol recording 
artist is well known. One of the first 
western artists to be signed by that label, 
Tex has had so many hits it would be 
tedious to recount them here. In fact, his 
platters often have been one-two-three in 
national magazine polls of popularity at 
the same time. 

This is probably due to the fact that 
Tex Ritter speaks and sings of things 
Western with authority. The monicker Tex 
is no misnomer because Tex Ritter is a 
native Texan, born in Panola county, 
Texas. 

His father was a rancher who raised 
cotton, corn, peanuts, hogs and cattle on 
land first settled by Tex’s great grand- 
father in 1830. Tex naturally learned 
riding, roping and shooting as a small 
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boy. With the colorful atmosphere of the 
Texas range as part of his background 
Tex Ritter knows whereof he sings and 
speaks. 

However, because of his early life, 
having become a leading authority on 
folklore, Ritter had become sort of a sing- 
ing lecturer, calling himself “The Texas 
Cowboy and His Songs.” Thus, after 
starting his law studies in Texas, he 
arrived in Chicago on one of his wander- 
ing, minstrel-type tours and enrolled at 
Northwestern to continue his law study. 

But show business was in his blood and 
in about a year, the law was forsaken 
for the footlights. His success on the New 
York stage and in Hollywood followed. 

True to his Texas upbringing, Ritter 
likes to lead an outdoor life. One of his 
hobbies is prospecting and he owns part 
interest in several mines. Another hobby 
is collecting Americana. He also owns 
six dogs, a flock of ducks, prize bantam 
chickens and a dozen saddle horses in- 
cluding his screen horse, White Flash. 

Tex was honored this year when he 
was chosen to record the background 
music for the colorful movie “High Noon,’ 
which stars Gary Cooper. The doleful 
ballad which Tex sings as the movie 
opens, to guitar accompaniment by Merle 
Travis, tells the story which the movie 
will unfold.

COUNTRY SONG ROUNDUP recently 
received a letter from Jolly Joe Nixon, 
popular turntable maestro over at KCUL 
in Fort Worth, Texas. Jolly Joe let us 
in on some interesting info concerning a 
gala event they had at Fort Worth’s La 
Grove Field, a local ball park. The affair 
titled ‘“Disc-Jockey Appreciation Night” 
drew more than 10,000 people who were 
treated to a real great show by Mercury 
Recording star, Johnny Horton. Jolly Joe 
arranged for Johnny's appearances and the 
10,000-some-fans were mighty appreciative 
of that fact. Vic Damone, pop vocalist, 
also did a few numbers for the folks. 
All in all it was a terrific show, and the 
fans loved every minute of it. 


Early in 1952, Marty Roberts, veteran 
disc-jockey and _ hillbilly entertainer, 
moved to WCKY in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
where he is working as a hillbilly D.J.

Turn your dial to 580 on your radio 
almost any time during the day, specifi- 
cally 7:15 AM; 12:15 noon and 6:15 PM 
and you can hear Claude Casey and the 
Sagedusters captivate their listening 
audience with a _ variety of hillbilly, 
western and folk tunes. Claude, who for 
eleven years was affiliated with WBT in 
Charlotte, N.C., came to WGAC in 
Augusta, Ga. over a year and a half ago, 
where he is glad to be again working 
under Mr. Jess Willard, who is general 
manager. 


East Tennessee folks have been hearing 
Eddie Parker on the radio so many years 
that most of them find it hard to believe 
he is only 26 years old. And Eddie seldom 
confesses to his youth. In fact he’s known 
as “Your Old Dad” to the listeners of 
his two shows a day over WKGN in 
Knoxville. Hillbilly and country music 
combined with the latest from the pop 
field and a vocal of his own squeezed in 
now and then, make up the general 
pattern of Eddie’s shows. 


If radio seems to be sort of second na- 
ture with Eddie, maybe that’s because he 
warbled into his first microphone at the 
age of 12, before his voice had made the 
full transition from soprano to low bari- 
tone. At that age he sang his own weekly 
show over WOPI in Bristol.

After graudation from high school, 


Billy joined a traveling band with which 
he toured for two years, ending up on the 
Big D Jamboree in Dallas, Texas. He also 


worked with Hank Thompson during this 
time. Then everything started happening 
at once for Billy. He was auditioned for 
Columbia records and passed with flying 
colors, and his first big hit “Anything 
Your Heart Desires” backed with “What 
Makes Me Love You” is still going strong 
in many parts of the country. Next he 
started on the “Louisiana Hayride” in 
Shreveport as one of the featured stars 
and had the good fortune to secure as his 
manager Tillman Franks, of Radio Station 
KWKH in Shreveport. Billy stands ‘six 


foot two without his stetson and boots, 
and weighs 180 lbs. He has grey eyes and 
sandy blond hair. 

Billy met his wife, Boots, in San 
Angelo, Texas in 1947, and married her 
on March 17, 1948. They have two darling 
little girls, Judy Lynn, born February 4, 
1949 and Deana Ann, born August 11, 
1952. 

Billy’s latest release on Columbia re- 
cords, is “Back Street Affair’ backed 
with “You Can Talk Me .Out Of Any- 
thing.” He and his band, “The Traveling 
Texans” just completed a’-tour of Texas, 
playing to capacity crowds in San 
Antonio and Houston, Texas.

DALLAS’ BIG D Jamboree grows and 
grows. The big, barnlike Sportatorium 
where the show is held every Saturday 
night in Dallas is nearly full every week 
of the year. The auditorium also houses 
professional wrestling and consequently 
the Jamboree entertainers put on their 
shew from the same ring located in the 
center of the building. The Sportatorium 
seats 6,300, and has often stacked ’em in 
on Big D_ shows. 

Al Turner is the producer of the 
Jamboree along with Sportatorium owner 
Ed McLemore. Every week half a hund- 
red performers show their wares on the 
four hour show. {KRLD broadcasts all but 
30-minutes and the powerful CBS sta- 
tion covers nearly forty states. 

The Jamboree takes credit for discover- ' 
ing many of the stars now popular in the 
folk music field. Okie Jones, Gene O’Quin 
and Jimmy Lee are three examples of 
talent contest winners on the Big D. Every 
week new talent is screened and promising 
entertainers turn up all the time. 

The Jamboree started away back in 
1947. There was no other show like it in 
Dallas and it went over fairly big. Those 
who came once, seemed to always come

back. There were less than twenty per- 
formers to start with and at the beginning 
the show was called the “Lone Star Barn 
Dance.” Less than a year later it took on 
the present name. 

‘The late Pappy Hal Horton, the famous 
southwest hillbilly disk jockey for KRLD, 
was a big booster of the show. Jim 
Foster, Harold Goodman and Al Turner 
were other local disk jockeys who 
plugged it. Turner took the load in 
1948. and began the Big D policy of in- 
viting ‘“‘name” guest. stars for appear- 
ances. 

Since then every big name in_ the 
business has performed on the program. 
Homer and Jethro, Floyd Tillman, Hank 
Thompson, Carolina Cotton, Jimmy 
Wakely, Carl Smith, Hank Snow, Moon 
Mullican, Lefty Frizzell and Webb Pierce 
are some of the Jamboree’s recent guests. 
‘The Jamboree plugs for a family style 
show of clean entertainment. Admission 
price is low,. sixty cents for adults and 
half price for the children, The show 
starts at 8:15 and lasts until midnight at 
least.

DON MESSER, the roly-poly musical 
director and his ever-popular Islanders 
have been playing to packed houses on 
their personal appearances tours for the 
past number of years. Don Messer 
studied music in Boston, Mass., under a 
well-known professor. After five years 
study he returned to Canada, at St. John 
New Brunswick and organized a group, 
which first became known as “The Back- 
woods Trio” made up of violin, piano and 
banjo. They became so popular the CBS 
network demanded them to be a daily 
feature, and eventually extra musicians 
were added; at the same time Don de- 
cided to to name the group “The Lumber- 
jacks.” It wasn’t until 1989 that Don got 
his first real break to do the things he 
wanted to. Radio station CFCY, at 
Charlottetown, P.E.I. worked with Don in 
organizing a musical aggregation which 
was named Don Messer And His Islanders. 
They have worked network shows ever 


since. The group records. for Apex Re- 


cords, and Don does find time to write 
and compose new reels, jigs, and folk 
tunes, many of which find their way on 
recordings or on sheet music and folios. 

The story behind Canada’s greatest 
songwriter of the present age is one of 
unusual interest, and it was from a true 
inspiration that the song “Bluebird On The 
Windowsill’” composed by Nurse Elizabeth 
Clarke budded forth. It was recorded : on 


‘eighteen phonograph labels and started the 


whole world singing a song that will 
never be forgotten. Nurse Elizabeth 
Clarke, a graduate nurse and writer of 
children’s songs was in charge of a 
nursery ward at the Children’s Hospital, 
Vancouver, B.C. when she wrote the 
song, “Bluebird On The Windowsill,” and 
which later made her an internationally 
known songwriter. This famous song was 


dedicated to her hospital and to the work 
of crippled children everywhere, and has. 
been used as a theme song for the U.S, 
Polio March of Dimes Fund. 

Elizabeth Clarke was born in Winnipeg, 
Canada, and studied at Regina College. 
She received her nursing diploma from the 
Swift Current General Hospital Training 
School For Nurses. Elizabeth has been 
very successful in writing songs, for her 
follow-up tune to “Bluebird On The 
Windowsill” was also a successful number 
named “Picking Flowers,’ and was record- 
ed by several famous artists on some of 
the bigger labels. 

A fine young guitar pickin’? man Up 
Canada Way is Frederick Roy, singer, 
songwriter and promoter. For sometime, 
Mr. Roy has been interested in the 
development of Canadian Folk Musie and 
while he set out to be a singer and song- 
writer, he has been devoting most of his 
time to the promotion of Canadian Folk 
Music. At the present time he is one of 
the main salesmen at Fred Roden’s Hill- 
billy Record Corral, 366 Queen St., Hast 
Toronto, Ontario, Canada. With the 
facilities of Fred Roden’s Record Corral, 
Frederick Roy formed a partnership with 
Fred Roden in setting up what is known 
as the Country Music Promotion Club, 
which operates in the interests of all 
Canadian folk artists as well as Ameri- 
can artists who are interested in its

AMONG THE well known: entertainers 
that Tennessee is proud to claim are the 


popular Bailey Brothers, Charles and 
Danny. Both of the boys were born in 
Pressmen’s Home, Tenn., located in beau- 
tiful Happy Valley, from which comes 
their radio name, the “Happy Valley Boys.” 
Charles L. Bailey was born on Feb. 11, 
1920 and Danny came along on Dec. 1, 
1924. Being from a family of talented 
musicians, it was only natural for the 
boys to begin playing and singing while 
very young. 

As a small lad, Charles showed great 
talent for music and it was his greatest 
ambition and determination to be a musi- 
cian. His first guitar, of which he was 
very proud, cost the sum of one dollar 
and seventy-five cents. The road upward 
wasn’t an easy one for Charles but 
nothing discouraged him and upon his 
graduation from high school, he began 
his radio career. Since then he had play- 
ed over many radio stations through- 
out the country and has never been a 
loser in any contest. 

Danny also showed great talent for 
music at an early age. It was_ the 
ambition of his parents that Danny should 
become a doctor, but when they saw that 
Danny was so interested in music, they 
encouraged him to join his brother, 
Charles, who was making quite a name 


for himself in the musie world. To- 
gether they organized a band known as 
“The Bailey Brothers and their Happy 
Valley Boys,” the band that is so well 
known and well loved today all over the 
nation. They began broadcasting  to- 
gether on radio station WROL, Knoxville, 
Tenn. in 1940. 

Soon afterwards Charles was called 
into Uncle Sam’s Army where he spent 
almost five years. He spent most of this 
time abroad in India, Burma, and China. 
Danny was left to carry on the work 
which he did very successfully. Danny 
Bailey and the Happy Valley Boys went 
to station WSM, Nashville, Tenn,, where 
they spent several years. Danny was the 
youngest leader of any act appearing on 
the Grand Ole Opry. 

When Charles was honorably discharg- 
ed in 1945, he joined Danny and the 
band at WSM, and found that they were 
given a great reception wherever they 
went. Since then the Bailey Brothers and 
their band have worked on station WROL, 
Knoxville, Tenn.; station WHKY, Hickory, 
N.C.; station WCHS, Charleston, W. Va.; 


station WALB, Albany, Ga.; station 
WMAZ, Macon, Ga.; station WROM, 
Rome, Ga.; station WPTF, Raleigh, N. 


C.; station WDBJ, Roanoke, Va.; and sta- 
tion WWVA, Wheeling, W. Va., where 
they are now. .

“Bill and Joe, the Happy Go Lucky Boys.” 
He was the “Joe” in the act. The boys 


DON’T LET THAT last name Moody 
fool you.-Clyde happens to be one of the 
most warm-hearted and pleasant persons 
you’d ever want to meet. Fact is, even his 
attitude towards folk music shows ‘his 
geniality. 

Clyde feels that this kind of music is 
the only true-to-life music. As he puts it, 
“folk music is here to stay and it de- 
finitely should. It is sensible and down- 
to-earth and to my thinking, it is the real 
music. That’s my kind of music any day.” 


Yes, Clyde is always in the mood fo 
country music. It definitely plays a major 
part in his life just as it does in the life 
of any other Western music lover. Mr. 
Moody’s vocal renditions of the top ballads 
have been known to stir the depressed and 
to relax those who are jumpy and on edge. 
It is unquestionably a great tribute to 
Clyde’s manner of singing to be able to 
accomplish this wonderful feat. 


Clyde, one of the best known of all folk 
singers is a native of Cherokee, North 
Carolina. Like most of the folk artists, he 
never had any formal training in music, 
but was a lover of the music he kept 
hearing from the time he was first able to 
distinguish sounds. 

Besides being the possessor of a very 
fine voice, Clyde is also a master guitarist. 
If you’ve ever caught his act in person 
and heard the crowd hysterically scream 
with pleasure as he strikes the opening 
clouds on that unforgettable tune, “Six 
White Horses,” you will realize how much 
his tremendous love of the guitar is re- 
flected in his playing. 

His first success as a professional en- 
tertainer was with a duet team known as

worked first at Spartenburg, South 
Carolina and thereafter, they played in 
Texas and made radio transcriptions that 
were heard throughout the entire country. 
Later Clyde joined J. EE. Mariner’s 
Mountaineers, and still later he was fea- 
tured with Bill Monroe for four and a 
half years. In 1944, he became a soloist 
in his own right on Grand Ole Opry and 
starred for several years. Clyde has since 
appeared regularly on various radio 
stations in the South, a few of which are 
Roanoke, Virginia, Danville, Virginia, Bur- 


lington, North Carolina, Greensboro, 
North Carolina and Charlotte, North 
Carolina. 


Clyde made his first recording back in 
1986 when he was still with J. E. Mariner’s 
Mountaineers. His list of recordings since 
then, both as a member of the acts 
mentioned above and as a soloist is quite 
a long and impressive one. His first big 
hit was on a duet, “Sparkling Blue Eyes” 
released way back in 1938. His first record 
for King Records was the beautiful 
“Shenandoah Waltz,” one of the most pop- 
ular standard folk songs ever waxed. 
Aside from recording the song, Clyde also 
was the composer. 


Clyde is happily married to his charm- 
ing Frances whom he met in Raleigh, 
North Carolina. He says that his main 
goal in life is to make a success of his 
musie and it certainly looks as though he 
has achieved his goal. 


We’re looking forward to many more 
triumphs in the world of song by this 
wonderfully versatile entertainer.
